4. The Rickmansworth & Uxbridge Water Company. 


These supplies have been satisfactory, both in 
quality and quantity. 


The supplies are giatencd bacteriologically at least 
monthly by the Counties Public Health Iaboratories, on behalf of 
the Undertakers, copies of the analyses being sent to the Medical 
Officer of Health.

The reports state that "The waters are of a high 
degree of bacterial purity and are pure and wholesome, and 
suitable for the purposes of public supply." 


22 samples of well waters representing 39 houses 
were taken for analysis; 18 for chemical and 4 for bacterio- 
logical. Of these, 17 were unsatisfactory. 
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Samples of the Amersham and the Rickmansworth 
Companies' supplies, and also a main supply to part of Taplow from 
a deep well on Lord Desborough's Estate, were submitted to 
bacteriological analysis. All were satisfactory. 


During the year, 37 premises have been provided with 
a oak supply, and main extensions have been carried out as 
follows:-

337 yards; Gerrard's Cross 3200 yards; Hedgerley 96 yards;

2. RIVERS AND STREAMS. 


During the year, the Roundmoor Ditch, which receives 
part of the effluent from the Slough Sewage Works and the Boveney 
Brook — a continuation of the Roundmoor Ditch - in the Parish of 
Dorney, have been cleaned out at the joint cost of the Eton R.D., 
the Slough U.D., and Bucks County Councils. 


The stream and the effluent from the Slough Works 
are under the close supervision of the Thames Conservancy. The 
analyses of frequent samples by the Thames Conservancy have shown 
that the effluent conforms to the required standard. 


Other streams in the area are inspected from time 
to time and on complaint. 


Two samples of Thames river water were taken during 
the year:—

This is a faintly opalescent water, containing a few 
particles of vegetable and mineral matter in suspension. 
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Bacteriologically, the water is impure since it contains a very 
large number of bacteria, and excretal bacilli, such as the 
Bacillus Coli and Bacillus Welchii, are present in 0-1 ca.c. 

and 10 ¢.c. respectively. 


The bacterial quality of the water is however, 
consistent with that of many Rivers and Streams of a similar 
character.

The water contains a fair number of excremental 
organisms, and is not quite up to a desirable standard 
for a bathing water. 


3, (i) GLOSET ACCOMMODATION. 


60 premises have been converted from conservancy to 
water-carriage systems. 


(ii) PUBLIC CLEANSING. 


Datchet, Horton & Wraysbury Joint Scavenging. 


This scheme, which provides for the weekly collection 
of wet (cesspools, etc.) refuse and the monthly collection of dry 
refuse commenced on October lst, 1937, under the supervision of 

the Senior Sanitary Inspector. 

Two Dennis Exhausters ~- 1 New — and 2 new Dennis 
Refuse Vehicles, are used. 

The Incinerator, which is being provided on a site 
adjacent to the Horton Mills, was not completed or in use at the 
end of the year. 

In the remaining Parishes, the arrangements for 
scavenging are unchanged. 


(iii) SWIMMING POOLS. 


There is one privately owned Swimming Pool in the 
district, situated at Burnham Beeches. It is equipped with a 
continuous filtration and chlorinating plant.

The report states:- "This Sample is of a high 
standard of bacterial purity and in this respect, is suitable 
and safe for swimming bath purposes." 


(iv) ERADICATION OF BED BUGS.

The three cases of bug infestation were found to 
exist in the Unassisted and Addison Scheme Council Houses. Of 
the sixty-five other houses, fifty-seven were in Clearance Areas, 
disinfestation being carried out prior to the removal of the 
tenants to new Council Houses. 


The method of disinfestation in all cases was 
carried out by the Council by direct labour and consisted of 
the thorough spraying with liquid "Zaldecide" of the rooms, 
furniture, bedding, etc. Severe infestation of bedding and 
household effects was for the most part, overcome by the tenants 
agreeing to its destruction by burning. 


In all cases where tenants of houses where 
disinfestation had been carried out, have removed to Council 
Houses, frequent routine inspections have been carried out, 
but in no instance, was reinfestation found.

Inspection and supervision of Food. 
(a) Milk Supply. 


At the end of the year, there were 75 Producers, 
including 25 Producer Retailers and 34 Retail Purveyors, including 
the 25 Producer Retailers, on the register. 


During the year, 210 Inspections were made of the 
9 Dairies and 75 Cowsheds in the district.

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Section F. 
Infectious Diseases. 


There has been no undue prevalence of any of the 
infectious diseases during the year. In fact, the incidence of 
Scarlet Fever and Diphtheria remains exceptionally low. For the 
year under review, the Diphtheria rate was 0°22 per 1,000 as 
compared with a National rate of 1°49, and for Scarlet Fever, 
1-7, the National rate being 2-33. 


Of the 7 cases of Diphtheria, 2 were notified in June, 
both nasal carriers from the Infants' Convalescent Home, Burnhan; 
2 occurred in September in each of the Parishes of Stoke and 
Datchet; and 2 in November, both in Burnham and in the same class 
at School. All were mild cases, and were removed to the Eton 
Isolation Hospital. 


Under the County Council Scheme, parents who so desire, 
may have their children under the age of 5, protected from 
Diphtheria by Immunisation at the various Infant Welfare Centres 
throughout the district. 3 injections of 1 c.c. T.A.F. are given 
at fortnightly or monthly intervals. 


The 53 cases of Scarlet Fever occurred as follows: 


In January, 2 cases in Iver in the same family, both 
notified at the same time; in February, 1 case in Stoke; in 
March, 5 cases, 2 in Iver, 1 in Horton, and 2 in one household in 
Stoke, the second case occurring 2 days after the primary case 
was removed; in April, 2 cases in Denham and 1 in Stoke; in May, 
2 cases at the Infants' Convalescent Home, Burnham, and 1 at Iver; 
in June, 1 case at Gerrards Cross and 1 at Iver; in July, 1 case 
in each of the Parishes of Fulmer, Iver, Taplow and Wraysbury; 
in August, 1 case at Stoke; in September, the notifications 
increased to 12 for the month, Slough and Eton Urban Districts 
also experiencing a mild wave of Scarlet Fever which in all 
three districts, continued throughout October, November and 
December. Of the 12 cases in September, 4 were in Burnham, 2 
being in the same household and were notified together, 4 in 
Iver, 2 of which were in the same family, and 1 each in Wexham 
and Wraysbury; in October, 8 cases, one in each of the Parishes 
of Datchet, Denham, Fulmer, Gerrards Cross, Iver, Stoke, Taplow 
and Wraysbury; in November, 7 cases, 1 each in Gerrards Cross, 
Horton and Burnham, and 2 each in Iver and Stoke, and in December, 
5 cases, 3 being in Iver and 1 each in Wraysbury and Stoke. It 
will be evident that the cases were mostly sporadic and scattered 
throughout the district. All were of the prevailing mild type. 
37 were removed to hospital. 


Two cases of Acute Anterior Poliomyelitis were 


notified in December in Wraysbury; a boy of 2 and a man of 26, 
both with paralysis of one lower limb. Although they occurred 
in the same month and in the same Parish, there did not appear 
to be any connection between them. They were admitted to the 
Eton Joint Isolation Hospital, and were later transferred to the 
Wingfield-Morris Orthopaedic Hospital.
